In an exhaustive speech on the Porto 


Rico tariff bill, Mr. Newlands consid- 
ered the relations of all of oar new pos- 
sessions to the Uuited States and par- 
ticularly the relation of the Philip- 
pines. We copy from the Washington 
Times the following extiauts from hii 
opeech. 


The Philippine*. 


The Porto Bioo question, Mr. New- 


lands caid, was thus linked with the 
Philippine question; that the latter 
presented tha only difficulty in the way 
of the solution of tbe relations of the 
newly acquired islands, and that it via* 
necessary therefore to ascertain what 
duty, interest and constitutional obli- 
gr-»tion required with reference to these 
islands. The fact was tbat the United 
States bad destroyed the Spanish gov- 
ernment and hxd also destroyed tbe 
Philippine government. The only gov- 
ernment which existed there today wai 
the military government of the Uuited 
States. It was as clearly the duty of 
the Uuited States to pacify these ill- 
-onds as it was to pacify Cuba, In this 
pacification, tbe organization 
of a 


stable government waa necessarily in- 
volved. A slow and tedious procesa 
must be entered upon of organizing 
municipal, provincial, and inaular gov 
ernment.and later on, possibly, a con- 
f-derated government or governments 
including either all the islands or 
groups of islands related to each other 
by race or interest. This could only 
be accomplished by the recognition of

He contended tbat tbe Consti- 
tution was the organic law of tbe 
United States, absolutely controlling 
all the branches of the government in i 
their functions; that the United States 
which governed consisted of the State1 j 
composing tbe Union, but tbat tbe 
United States whioh was governed un- 
der the Conalitution consisted of th> 
entire domain of the Republic, Terri- 
tories as well as States, and that tbe 
use of the term "United States" in 
tbat provision 
in the Constitution 


which declared for uniformity of taxa- 
tion, referred to the Uuited States 
which was governed, not the Uniten 
States which governed. Tbe claim that 
any part of the territory of the United 
States could be governed by Congress 
outside of

creature of the Constitution; all its 
powers were created by the Constitu- 
tion, and all limitations upon its pow- 
ers must be applied to all legislation 
which it originated.

May Defer Aition.

the sovereignty of the United States 
for that purpose. Back of all govern- 
ment lay force and the only govern- 
ment that existed in these islands to- 
day was the government of the United 
S'ates, aud its power mast, as a matter 
of necessity be recognized and obeyed, 
ftius far therefore boti imperialists and 
anti-imperialists agreed.that tbe Philip- 
pine islands must be pacified; tbat 
force was essential for tbat purpose; 
that the military power of this country 
must be asserted there in tha interest 
of order and good government; that the 
people must be for a time in the oon- 
htion of tutelage, their duty being to 
obey and that of the United States to 
control, but with the corresponding 
obligation to gradually and prjgress 
ivaly instruct them in the science of 
self-government. 


Mr. Newlands said that the only dif- 


ference between ttie opposing parties 
*MS that the imperialists wished to 
lold the Philippines forerer as sub- 
ject territory, not controlled by tbe 
Uonstitntion, bur under the absolute 
power of Oongresp, whilst the anti- 
imperialints insisted tbat an immediate 
ieclaration should be made assuring 
the Filipinos of ultimate independence 
wuenever, with tbe aid of tbe United 
States, a government was established 
in tbe Pnilippmes capable of maintain- 
i ig order, aud of sustaining interna- 
tional obligations, tbe Uuited States to 
bi the judge as to when such capacity 
of independent self-government was 
complete. 


Meanwhile, the friendship of tbe 


oeople being assured, commercial in- 
terests of the United States could be 
r ipidly developed there and a commer—• 
o al bold on the i«land<t would be »e- 
uurel to an extent impossible now sot- 
long as the Filipinos maintained their 
present hostile aUitnde. 
Naval sta- 


tions and coaling stations could be.so- 
cured during the process of the estab- 
lishment of tbe new scheme of govern- 
ment, a process necessarily of long 
luration.

lation iu protecting ourselves against
